PREMIERS TEARFUL 
SPEECH. 


Weimar, July 29,—To-day's 
sitting of the German National 
Assembly, was, opened by the 


10.25 am. In .the course of 6 


speech Herr Bauer said 


A fortnight ago, under compul- 
sion of the world. situation, you 
ratified the Peace Tready. An 
epoch is thereby closed which 
saw Germany's tremendous rise 
and her tragic collapse. Those. 
too, who in the oldempire were 
in sharpest opposition have at 
this moment to say farewell to 
much that was dear to them. 
|But life goes on. Even the 
}pain ‘of farewell must for every- 
one be a spur to put both 
hand ta the task which to- 
day embodies the future, namely, 
the fulfilment, the discharge, and, 


. finally, the revision of the Treaty 


of Versailles. What we have to 
do now is to look straight ahead 
and to go forward. The work of 
the German people must now be

The revolution gave: us .a clear 
road:-but it was a clear road such 
as destruction on the battlefield 
gives.

consummate. 

‘The Democratic Republic is 
thus securely housed.’

- Herr Muller, the Foreign Min- 
ister, said:

In the-last huadred and fifty 
sears British policy has been 
more on the Prussian ‘side then 
on that of any other nation. 
Moreover, no Englishman can 
reproach a rapacious Prussia if he 
observes the changes -in the|.

in favour of England. Mr. Lloyd 
George should also remember his; . 
own speech of July -29, 1908, in 
which he exclaimed: “We had|i 
an overwhelming superidrity: at 
sea.

GERMAN SHUFFLING. 

Ifevidence were needed of the shiftiness and trickery of the 
Germans it can be found in abundance in the manhér in which they 
are seeking to evade important points of the Peace Trea y. A few 
days ago it was announced that the Entente had found it necessary: 
te address. sharp Note to the Germans because the latter, in their 
new Constitution, had made arrangements for the representation of 
the Austrians on the Imperial Council, which ‘step was.a distinct 
contravention of the Peace Treaty. We now’ have the Cerman 
reply to. the Allied Note, and this is a typical piece of German’ bluff. 
It.states..that the new Constitution. merely. provides for the 
“ possibility” of'a union with Austria and is therefore not’a direct 
infringement of.the peace terms. ‘Thus the Germans arrive at the 
conclusion that an amendment of the Constitution is not necessary. 
Germany is willing that the claiise to which the Allies take 
exception shall remain without force. This means that Germany 
expecta the Allies to agree to the inclusion of: a resented clause in 
the Constitution, and to take the word of the Germans thatits terms 
will notbe put into operation. It. is as if criminal were brought 
before the Court for being in possession of burgldrious instruments 
_ and then urged that.he be allowed to retain them because he had 
‘not ‘caught.using them, although he contemplated doing go in 
the futire, For colossal cheek and impudence, this German view- 
point will take some beating.

THE RUSSIAN PUZZLE. 

Itis extremely difficult to gauge 
the situation in Russia at the pre- 
sent moment, and to’ ascertain 
what is really happening, especi- 
ally in ‘regard to the British 
attitude towards the Koltchak 
Government. News which -has 
reached us from Vladivostock says 
that the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank will not accept Koltchak 
Government money, although 
the British are supporting that 
Government. It would almost 
seeni that we are sitting on the 
fence, for whilst we are giving 
arms and ammunition’ to the 
Koltchak brigade. and are lend- 
ing officers and men to train 
their conscripts, at the same time 
we do not officially: recognise 
the.
